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Greatness and Goodness.

Napoleon Bonaparte has taken rank in
history as one of the greatest men of the
world, but history will need to be revised
to accord with the latest information as
to his character, unless we can admit
that the greatest of men may also be the
meanest, and that greatness and virtue
have no part or lot with each other. It
has been said of Lord Bacon, whose rank
as one of the world’s great men can never
be disputed,that he was also the meanest
of mankind. In that day Napoleon had
not lived, by whose side Bacon was
noble. We fear that it will have to be
admitted that greatness in the world’s
eye does not come so invariably as it
should to the men who remember and
act upon the lessons of goodness and mo-
rality that are taught them at their
mother’s knee. All over the world good
parents are striving to do their duty to
their children by teaching them to be
trathful, honest, unselfish and magnani-
mous in every action of their life ; and
the good children are laboring hard to
learn the lesson. It is not according to
their nature. The self-control they strive
to attain is hard to reach. They do want
to gratify their appetites, but their teach-
ing won’t let themm. They are being e
ucated to be good men ; and if they pro-
fit by their instruction they will make
themselves agreeable to their fellow men,
good citizens, sons, brothers and hus-
bands ; but, also, all this is not helping
them tobe great. To be great andto
cut a great figure in the eyes of the world
is the natural aim of every ambitious
boy ; and it must demoralize him sadly
to realize that all the lessons of goodness
he is learning are leaden clogs on his up-
ward march to such magnitude of fame
as Napoleon won.

This may be why so many of our men
do not remember their childhood’s teach-
ings in their daily walk and conversation.
The wickedness of the world is increas-
ing every day with the increase of popu-
lation ; all the parental teaching that
can be ground into the youthful mind
won’t diminish this wickedness, for the
lessons are but imperfectly taught and
learned at the best : but the increase of
it is due no doubt to the fact that men
perceive that the lessons of goodness are
not always the ones that lead them on-
ward and upward in a career of worldly
prosperity and in their aspirations after
men’s applause. Men do not applaud
goodness always; they appland success.
And to suceeed it does seem that men
must be vicious. They must be selfish,
else they cannot thrust themselves up-
ward upon the top of those against whom
they contend for supremacy. Take the
candidates who struggle now for thé
presidential nomination: the one who
suceeeds is elevated at the cost of the
many who fail. ~ And this is the mildest
wav of putting the selfishness that leads
men to struggle against their fellows,
That is a degree of sellishness which the
most pious of men may properly gratify.
It is that degree of selfishness which is a
virtue instead of avice. Without it men’s
energies would be paralyzed. There
would be no struggle for bread. None
would enjoy more of life’s luxuries than
another. It might be a state of exist-
ence which would suit the theoretical
ideas of philosophers, but it is not one
adapted to our human nature. We need
total reorganization to make it practica-
ble.

Iu their struggles for fame men do not
stop anywhere near the line of virtuous
seltishness. They are not content to try
the examples of the world’s great men
who have gone before them. Napoleon’s
greatness consisted wholly in his martial
ability ; he was not great in any virtue.
e does not seem to have had any virlues
at all to speak of. 1le was false, cruel,
selfish, dishonest and mean. e put
himself under no virtuous self-restraint :
and yvet he was great. So that the
children who listen to the maternal im-
pressions of goodness must be torn be-
tween the conflicting desire for the peace
of heaven and for the applause of men.
Both they may not readily have in those
walks of life where glory mostly lies.
They may be great and good; but they
have reason to suspect that they may be
greater without being good. And,there-
fore, s0 many men are not good ; but
they fall between two stools ; for few of
them become great. They had done
Dbetter to choose rather to be good: for
it is easier to be good than to be great.
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Tue Philadelphia Press yestéerday in-
dulged in a tiresome and iil-tempered
* girade against the Indiana supreme court
on account of its late decision nullify-
ing the recent constitutional amend-
ments and placing that state back in the
“QOectober list.”” The Press charges the
court with prostituting its power to serve
the exigencies of the Democratic party,
claiming the decision to have been ren-
dered with, the aflirmative votes of four
Demoeratie justices, the one Republican
member dissenting. We are charitable
enough to believe that our esteemed con-
temporary did not know what it was
talking about in making this statement,
but the bottom is completely knocked
out of its plaint all the same by the reve-
lation made by Justice Niblack, a mem-
ber of the coutrt and himself a delegate
to the Cincinnati convention, who tells a
Cincinnati interviewer that he and a
Democratic associate voted to sustain
the validity of the amendments in ques-
tion, two other Democratic justices
voted to reverse them, and the deciding
vote was cast by a judge elected as an
Independent, but of Republican antece-
cedents, who voted against the constitu-
tionality of the amendments.
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Tue lightning rod agents ought to be
driving a brisk trade in the Queen City
just now. The political elements have
become dangerously mixed out there.

The utter absence of bitterness of feel-
ing and violent antagonismsin the Cin-
cinnati convention augers well for a
happy deliverance, and is in striking
contrast with the scenes witnessed in
Chicago three weeks ago. There is every
reason to believe that strong and judi-

cious nominations will be made.

SPEAKER RANDALL made a bright
and well-timed speech in response to a
serenade tendered to him last night by
the political organization bearing his
name. He expressed his confidence in a
harmonious outcome of the deliberations
of the convention, and one that will re-
ceive the hearty approbation of the De-
mocracy and independent feeling of the
country.

A GLANCE AT THE FIELD

And Review of the Chances ot a Few of the
Candidates, y

Cincinnati Commerciul, yesterday.

Everything is in delightful confusion.
Whichever way you turn nothing can be
found but mixed delegationsand the great-
est indecision, and the precise complexion
of this Southern strength, which is really
the key to the situation, can not be learned
to-morrow in any event, and not before
the second or third ballot in the conven-
tion is cast. One thing, however, may be
set down as a certainty, and that is that
the South is prepared at a very carly ballot
to wheel into line for any candidate who
develops a strong and available following
in the disputed states of the North. Who
this may be is at present as much of a prob
lem, and perhaps more so than it was two
days ago.

The Bayard movement scems to be one
of sentimentalism. He has ardent admir-
ers in every section, but the devotion to
him is rather too chivalric and not quite
i)mctical enough for these stirring times.

n other words, most of the delegates from
the South who sincerely believe in him, and
his value as a candidate, are approach-
able on the subject of second choice. Un-
less he develops far more strength than he
seems to have at present, it will flicker and
die out before the breath of any first-class
boom.

Field has developed very positive
strength all through the South as u second
choice eandidate, thouzh he has but little
pronounced following in the North.

Jewett is by no means out of the race,
but he will strike his biggest snag in New
York. Payne will be emphatieally repudi-
ated by the Southern Democrats as a mass.
When it is represented to the Southern
delegates that New York might possibly
consider Payne the most available man in
this crisis, they answer that New York
must find somebody else they know better
than they do Mr. Payue.

The Bayard movement had some strong
additions yesterday, especially from the
South Carolina men, who are solid for him
under the leadership of Hampton and
Butler. Ile has friends also in Alabama,
North Carolina and New Jersey solid, and
a few in Mississippi, due to the influence
of his personal friend, Senator Lamar, and
a few votes in Tennessee. In certain con-
tingencies he will obtain a chivalrie compli-
ment from Massachusetts and Connecticut.
But this pretty much exhausts the limits
of his boom.

So far as the IHendricks prospeets are
concerned it is conceded on all hands that
no set of men who attended a Demoeratic
convention displayed as much persistent
devotion to a favorite son as do the Demo-
erats of Indiana to Governor lHendricks.
They are here in tremendous force, and it
is estimated that the trains to.day will
bring nearly ten thousand rampant, up-
roarious representatives from Indiana. All
of them will have Ilendricks on the lapel
of their coats, and attack the doors of the
convention like battering rams.

The Situation at Midnight.

Randall has wisely decided not to allow
his name to be preecented at the opening of
the coutest, and his friendsin Pennsylvania
will not concentrate on any one candidate.
Had thispolicy been adopted by Randall
when he found Tilden out of the race his
chanee for the lightning stroke would have
been better than it is now.as there would be
no positive antagonism between him and
the friends of Tilden. Randall’s friends
do mnot consider him as out
the fight. They expect a protracted
struggle, and hope for a propitious
moment when he can be presented as a

The Indiana delegation have been put on
their metal by the very general discussion
of McDonald for a place on the ticket.
They have met and resolved that Indiana
has but one candidate, and that one Hen-
dricks, for president. They could do no
less, and they are undoubtedly sincere,
but Hendricks will not be nuominated, and
it is more than probable that McDonald
will be made the candidate for either the
first or second place without consulting his
state. Hendricks could ecarry Indiana
more easily than any other man, but he
would be weak and probably fatally weak
in New York, and that ends the matter.
Ohio has practically cut loose from Thur-
man by choosing an anti-Thurman chair-
man and deciding to vote for Thurman
until the majority call a halt. It is under-
stood by all that the majority will be ready
to call a halt whenever they are wanted
elsewhere. It is now confidently expected
that 2 Payne majority will be worked out
of the delezation by Wednesday. New
York is getting demoralized, and there are
evident symptoms of a row. A majority
of the delegation is for Pa¥ne, and they
can cast the whole vote for him under
their unit rule ; but serious tronble is
likely to arise ifit shall be persisted in,
The Payne men are working with fresh
inspiration to-night, and they speak with
confidence of his nomination, but if Payne
shall become formidable by the Tilden
faction of the New York delegation it may
precipitate theiominarion of Bayard or a
dash by the field to McDonald. The first
sign of bitterness since the withdrawal of
Tilden has been exhibited to-night against
the Payne movement and the field will in-
cline to any candidate who gives promise
of beating him. Cineinnati is very quiet
compared to Chieago, and the serious work
of making combinations will not begin
until to-morrow. There is no more ap-
pearance of concentration in any direction
to-night than there was forty-eight hours
ago.

W. D, Sprecher’s Nose Split Open and John

Yesterday afternoon Wm. D, Sprecher
dealer in agricultural implements, went to
the farm of Henry Trout, about two miles
north of this eity to set up a reaper with
rake attachment for Isaac Rine, the
lessee of the farm. The work was soon
accomplished and the reaper was
doing its work very satisfactorily,
when Mr. Sprecher thought the knife
bar might be adjusted a little
more elosely. e made the adjustment,
and while looking at the rake, which
sweeps horizontally over the table upon
which the grain falls, and rises vertically
as soon as the grain is dropped, caught
Mr. Sprecher immediately under the nose,
split it badly, and would undoubtedly have
crushed through his forehead had he been
an inch or two closer: The wound bled
fearfully but is not considered dangerous.
It was ns soon as possible attended to by
Dr. Reed, and Mr. Sprecher is at his post
this morning with a swelled  face and a
black eye.

John Duncan a fourteen-year-old son of
Wm F. Dunecan the East King street mer-
chant, was sent on an errand yesterday
afternoon to the cigar-box manufactory of
Frank I. Krauskop, North Mulberry
strect. As he entered the room in which
a cireular saw was running at great speed,
a small block of wood was thrown from the
saw with great force, and passing the
head of Mr. Krauskop who was attending
the saw, flew directly towards Master
Duncan and struck him a fearful blow in
the face, felling him senseless to the tloor.
Surgeons were hastily sent for and Dr.
Foreman was the first to respond. Ile
found the lJad’s left cheek to be badly
bruised, and his nose cut deeply just below
the eyes and the bones sesmewhat fractur-
ed. The wound was dressed and the boy
was taken to his home in Dr. Foreman’s
cwrriage.  He passed a somewhat restless
night but to-day is doing well.

Look to the Census,

That many persons should have been
overlooked by the ceusus ennmerators,
in the recent hastily taken enumeration,
was to have been expected, and it was for
the purpose of sapplying such omissions
and correcting other mistakes that the
census enumerators are required to deposit
their books with the prothonotary, and
after having ziven five days notiee, sit in
the court house to receive names omitted
and make all necessary corrections.

A very casual examination of the books
already filed with the prothonotary, dis-
close many omissions. In a single precinet
of one of the city wards, a score of names
are known to have been omitted in a sin-
ele block, and scattering names omitted in
other sections of the precinet.

It was fully believed before the enumer-
ation that the population of Lancaster was
not less than 28,000. The returns made by
the enumerators makes it less than 26,000,
There can be no doubt these low figures
have been caused by the failure of the
officers to find the residents or their care-
lessness in transcribing the names. Let
every citizen who is not sure that his name
and the names of all his family have been
taken, examine the books in the prothono-
tary’'s office and see that the names are
placed thereon. Lancaster cannot afford

to be placed lower down in the list of
citiutﬁa.nhertrno population placés her.

C. A. LAMAR.

A Member of the Fhiladeiphia Har Who
Sells Bogus Jewelry and Gets
the Lock-up.

On Saturday night a young man calling
himself C. A. Lamar, and representing
himself as being a member of the Philadel-
phia bar (probably he meant a bar-room)
made his appearance in this city. Yester-
day morning he started out through the
town calling upon several Greenback poli-
ticians. He told them that he was a
Greenback orator and would speak in the
square. He had no letter of introduction,
but said he was just what he represented
and would certainly speak. lle called at
several of the newspaper offices and at
all of them he wanted to see the editor.
He did finally succeed in seeing one or two
editors, but the receptions given him were
not at all warm. The Greenback men
were suspicions of the orator and before he
appeared in Centre Square in the evening
they learned that he was a bogus jewelry
agent. They warned him not to attempt
to speak. but he had made up his mind
and would not change it, Shortly before
8 o’clock he took his stand on a store box
near the monument. On the box was a
large valise and an accordeon, and the
light was thrown on the subject ( of this
item ) by a patent oil lamp such as are
used by all street fakirs,

Upon taking the stand Mr, Lamar, with-
out being introduced, tokl the crowd,
which was quite large, that he was a
Greenback orat)r and intendead to make a
speech. Before speaking he told several
alleged funny stories, which disgusted,
even the boys, with the famous orator and
member of the Philadelphia Dbar. lle
finully began speaking and held the atten-
tion of the audience for about ten minutes.
During his speech he referred to
the “ political politicians,”” the ‘*monied
men and the corporations in the severest
terms. In the andience were two drunken
men who shared with the orator the
honors of the evening. One of them was
very full and when the orator spoke of
the “ great and glorious republie,”” he
saidd **God bless the republic, but who
will be the Democratic nominee.”” The
orator was not to be interrupted although
the drunken men asked him a number of
diflicult questions and severnl times
told him to say something about
Garficld. Mr. Lamar’s speech, which any
school boy could have made, was
finally brought to an end by a crowd of
boys who almost threw over the box in
their eflorts to see the large satchel which
they believed to contain something mys-
terions. At the close of the speech the
orator opened the valise and displayed a
large lot of bogus jewelry. e said that
he intended passing around his hat for the
purpose of taking up a collection **to de-
fray expenses.”” lle would not take less
than ten cents from any one person
nor more than five, dollars. Al who
gave him mouney would recvive a piece
of jewelrye in return, and he  advised
the crowd, which by this time had learned
the real game of the * distinguished
member of the Philadelphia bar,”™ to be
liberal with hiiin. e stepped down from
his box and a man in the erowd had just
placed ten cents in his hat when Oflicer
Fulmer stepped up and arvested the orator
for selling without a license. Ile was taken
before Alderman Spurricr, and being un-
able to Furnish bail, was placed in the lock
up for the night.

Before Lamar began speaking, the
mayor, who had been informed of his real
business, told the police oflicers to have
hitm arrested if he attempted to sell any
jewelry. Chief of Police Deichler informed
him of this, but he did not heed it, and
after complaint was made against him, he
was arrested.  This-morning he was taken
before Alderman Spurrier, and after the
case was  hearnd  was  discharged
upon his paying the costs, amounting to
over &3, and promising that he would not
agnin attempt to sell in this city.

Immediately after the arrest of Lamar,
Robert J. Houston told the crowd that the
Greenbackers here were not responsible
for the performance of Lamar. The latter
informed him during the day that he was
an orator and was going to speak. Mr.
Iouston did not know him then, but in
the evening he learned that he was a jew-
elry peddler and advised him not to speak.
e was determined to speak. however,
and when Mr. Houston and his friends
learned this they told the mayor and ml-
vised him to have Lamar arrested if’ he at-
tempted to dispose of his bogus goods.

Lamar has traveled through this state,
and his performance everywhere was the
same as last night. Some days ago a man
answering his deseription was arrested in
Harrisburg, where he was delayed for
several days. IHe stopped at several dif-
ferent hotels during his stay in this eity,
and on Sunday he was unceremoniously
“fired’” from the City hotel, as he was be-
lieved to be a frand. 1le is about six feet
high, wears a ** dice box ' hat and a brown
suit of clothes. e has a way of making
himself very important, and seems desirous
of impressing all who come in contact
with him with the idea that he is a great
man. e is undoubtedly a big fraud, but
a very ignorant one, and persons convers-
ingr with him should not be long in ascer-
{aining that faet.
